Clariodus went to [his] bed to fleip^

Now br^ding in his dreime for joy. 

And now efcarting for langour and for noj ; 

Now flumbering foft, now braid awEuking, 

Now liching deip, [^and] now for joy finging. 

How oft in breiftis flitis joy and blis, 

As Weill 36 know that lorera beine I wile, 

Of thune that Iotcs fervandis beine alway. 

1380 Into his bed now mu£ng as he lay, 

He thocht if that his Father come in field 
Againeft; him in armes under fcheild, 
Then that he wald aluterlie forbeir.

Clariodufi, quhilk langer fleipe no may, 
Fiirth walkit into his mantill and his farke 
For biflines, to gar men heaft his warke, 
Quhilk all that nicht had not fleipit wit^ ey, 
Bot biilie war in labour eydentlie ; 
Craftie men*h&iftit thair wark perfay, 
The Knicht Sir Fennent ftanding thame by, 
Devifing thingis maift expedient 

1410 For honour of hia Lord armipotent. 

Quhen that the worthie, wicht Clariodua 
About the lifb ane quhyle had pafBt Uiufl, 
Seing that ererie thing waa donne aricht* 
Becaus he litill fleipit had that nicht. 
He went unto his chalmer and tuike reft 
Quhill that the prince of planits him up dreft ;

The King giite ple&nce had it for to heira* 

So had the Queine and all the ladiea dure. 

When he had fling, the King fiud, Venment

This is ane ballet firelch and amorus. 
Is it new maid? Jea, &id Clariodus. 
Meliades then flnyllit, changing hew.
